Washington, Oct. 25.—The secretary 
or the Interior has promulgated the 
regulations for the sale of 1,650,000 
acres of unallotted lands of the Five 
Ci\ilized Tribes of Oklahoma, ‘‘from 
county to county, continuously, be­ 
ginning Nov. 21, 1910.” 
The lands offered for sale, begin­ 
ning Nov. 21, aggregate about 1,650,- 
OOO acres, of which about 3,460 acres 
are located in the Seminole Nation, 
divided into 110 tracts; 114,000 acres 
in the Creek and Cherokee Nations, 
in 4,000 tracts, and 1,540,000 acres in 
the Choctaw and Chickasaw Nations, 
in 10,000 tracts. 
The terms of sale are 25 per cent 
at time of sale, 25 per cent in six 
months and 50 per cent within eigh­ 
ty-n months, at 6 per cent interest. 
Copies of the regulations, together 
with descriptions and minimum price 
of land to be sold in each county, 
can be secured from the Commission­ 
er of Indian Affairs, Washington, I).

Some 
grades have advanced 306 per cent 
in three years. 
For more than a year there has 
been a wild speculation in rubber 
companies in England. Not since the 
days of Whither Wright has the pub­ 
lic put so much money into paper 
schemes. 
In 
less 
than 
eighteen, 
months several hundred rubber com-; 
panies have been organized with a 
subscribed capital averaging $500,- 
000 each. Although few of the com­ 
panies are producing, the speculation 
is so wild that in some instances 
shares are selling for four times the 
amount of par. Most of these compa­ 
nies are based upon the supposition 
that India, Siam and the Malay Pen­ 
insula can be turned into thriving 
rubber plantations. It is declared that 
in three years rubber trees can be 
tapped, and that the profits are to be 
enormous. At present these profits 
are all on paper, and it is not yet 
demonstrated that cultivated rubber 
is a success. 
Most of the world’s present supply 
comes from the Amazon region. Mexi­ 
co and the Congo. It was to secure 
rubber that most of the brutalities 
bn the Congo were prepetrated, and 
now that a new regime has been in­ 
troduced, the supply from that sec­ 
tion is falling off. An American syn­ 
dicate, which was to exploit the coun 
try, has done little up to date. The 
{Amazon region promises a larger out 
put when the Madeira river railway I 
is completed, a few years hence. This J 
is the road which a Philadelphian I 
tried to construct nearly thirty years 
ago and failed disastrously from no 
fault of his own. 
Rubber has been known in civiliz­ 
ation only about two hundn-d years. 
In the last century the discoveries, 
of Goodyear gave it a vastly groat-' 
er commercial importance. Just now J 
it looks as ll the situation eould be 
relieved only by some substitute, but 
chemists have sought it in vain. «Vith 
automobiles increasing, with golf be- j 
coming more popular, vt would seem !
